LECTURER  AND  PERFORMER  BIOGRAPHIES 


MICHAEL  DOLLENDORF 
(baroque  bassoon)  was  born  in 
Bonn,  West  Germany.  He  studied 
at  the  University,  of  Michigan,  Ann 
Arbor  and  since  that  time  has 
concertized  throughout  Europe, 
including  Poland  and 
Czechoslovakia,  as  well  as  in  the 
United  States  where  he  has 
performed  and  recorded  with  the 
Philharmonia  Baroque  and  other 
orchestras. 

BEVERLY  HEISNER  received  a 
Ph.D.  in  the  History  of  Art  from  the 
University  of  Michigan,  Ann  Arbor. 
She  has  taught  at  Tulane  University 
and  elsewhere  and  is  currently  a 
professor  at  the  University  of  South 
Carolina,  Columbia.  Her  most 
recent  publication  is  Hollywood  Art: 
Art  Direction  in  American  Film. 

LEE  HENDRIX  received  her  Ph.D. 
in  Art  History  in  1984  from 
Princeton  University.  In  1985  she 
joined  the  staff  of  the  Drawings 
Department  of  the  J.  Paul  Getty 
Museum  and  is  now  Associate 
Curator  of  Drawings.  She  has 
published  on  Joris  Hoefnagel  as 
well  as  on  German  graphic  arts. 

HILLEL  KIEVAL  was  educated  at 
Harvard  University.  He  has  taught 
at  Brandeis  University  and  the 
University  of  Washington,  where  he 
currently  serves  a Associate 
Professor  of  History  and 
International  Studies  and  Chairman 
of  the  Jewish  Studies  Program.  He 
is  the  author  of  numerous 
publications  on  Jewish  social  and 
cultural  history  in  Central  Europe. 

ROBERT  LINDELL  went  to 
Vienna  on  a Fulbright  scholarship  in 
1968  immediately  after  fmishing  a 
degree  in  music  at  Arizona  State 


University.  He  received  his  PhD 
from  the  University  of  Vienna.  He 
has  lectured  on  late  Renaissance 
music  in  Czechoslovakia,  Austria, 
Italy,  England,  Canada  and  the 
United  States,  and  is  the  author  of 
numerous  publications. 

THEODORE  K.  RABB  is  Professor 
of  History  at  Princeton  University. 
He  received  his  Ph.D.  from 
Princeton,  and  susequently  taught  at 
Stanford,  Northwestern,  Harvard, 
and  Johns  Hopkins  Universities. 

He  is  the  author  of  numerous 
articles  and  reviews. 

GONZALO  RUIZ  (oboist)  has 
appeared  as  a soloist  on  three 
continents.  Formerly  principal 
oboist  with  the  Buenos  Aires 
Philharmonic  and  the  La  Plata 
Chamber  Orchestra,  he  can  now  be 
heard  in  that  role  with  the  Los 
Angeles  and  Portland  baroque 
orchestras,  and  in  numerous 
chamber  groups  throughout  the  Bay 
Area. 

MICHAEL  SAND  (baroque  violin) 
has  been  praised  by  Isaac  Stern  as 
"a  most  convincing  argument  for  the 
baroque  violin.”  A founding 
member  and  Musical  Director  of 
the  Philharmonia  Baroque 
Orchestra,  Mr.  Sand  is  currently  a 
member  of  the  Boston  Early  Music 
Festival  Orchestra. 

ELAINE  THORNBURGH 
(harpsichord)  has  won  international 
distinction  as  a chamber  musician. 

In  1984  she  won  the  National 
Endowment  for  the  Art’s  Solo 
Recitalist  Award,  and  is  a California 
Arts  Council  Touring  Artist.  Ms.
